D’ Ascoli, for 
instance, asserted that “a physician 
without astrology would be like an 
eye without the power of vision.” He 
held peculiar theories about the em- 
ployment and agency of demons. He 
was not condemned for his science, 
but because he ventured into the field 
of theology. The inquisition at Avig- 
non, in 1324, had him condemned, and 
imposed upon him certain fasts an 
prayers and a fine of 70 crowns. To 
lude his sentence he fled to Florence. 
The real cause of his death had noth- 
ing to do with his science.

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HOW ABOUT THE SCHISM? 

The American papers, receiving their information from 
the same press agents, have been heralding the news of a 
schism atnong the Catholics of Mexico, and of the founding 
of a Mexican National Church. 

In itself this thing noted in the news dispatches is in- 
significant. It is merely a case of an apostate forming an in- 
dependent sect, such as are being founded in our own country 
every year. In the United States we have possibly 500 differ- 
ent religious sects, which were formed by some apostate from 
a previously existing religious organization. No matter how 
uninviting be the leader, no matter how absurd his platform, 
he will find followers. 

The case is just a jittle bit different in Mexico, however, 
because the persecutors of the Catholic Church have been 
looking for a rebel Catholic leader, and for the opportunity 
to lend him all kimds of encouragement, not because they have 
the slightest sympathy for his religious teaching, but because 
division in the Catholic Church is what s wanted, as the first 
step towards weakening her hold on the people.

ON OUR OWN SIDE OF THE LINE 

Mexicans are very numerous along the southwest border 
line of our countr-yw. and during the last few years, they have 
been migrating far into the interior. There are now 70,000 
Mexicans in the city of Los Angeles; there are more than 
50,000 in the state of Colorado; there are thousands of them 
in Chicago, in the. imdustrial region of northwestern Indiana, 
and they have evem gone as far as Canada. This migration 
haa been due to the slender opportunity for a decent liveli- 
hood in the states of Texas, Arizona, and New Mexico, where 
they have been ermployed at common labor in the cities and 
even more extensively on the large ranches. They prefer to 
live in the south, because they can not well endure the cold 
winters of the north. The dearth of Catholic churches and 
schools and clerryrmen to minister to their spiritual needs has 
been grasped by the several Protestant denominations, who 
are spending huge sums of money in proselytizing activities. 
Not only do these denominations erect religious schools for 
them, which they a@xreé not accumstomed to maintain up north, 
but they have fousmmded various agencies to propagate their 
religious works in Fel Paso, Austin, Fort Worth, Dallas, Hous- 
ton, San Antonio amd other cities in Texas. The same meth- 
ods are used by tlheem in Santa Fe, and other cities farther 
west. The Mexicam people even on our side of the line are 
extremely poor, their children undernourished, and when 
ill they are deprived of proper medical attention. The Pro- 
téestant worker awails himself of this situation to arouse in- 
terest in his particular brand of Christianity in return for 
the American dollar. 

In the hope of making heavy inroads into the Catholic 
population of Mexico itself, the- Methodists, Baptists, and 
Presbyterians, operate large institutions for the free school- 
ing of Mexican yourths, on the proviso that the boys and girls 
will become missiomaries for these denominations in Mexico.

AN ANCIENT SEE 
The visit of the Bishop 
to Whithorn, and the 
tions in honor of St. Ninian. have at- 
tracted attention to the most ancient 
ecclesiastical foundation in Scotland. 
The Diocese of Galloway was founded 
in 397 by St. Ninian. The original 
title of the See was Witherne 
which in time assumed 
the Anglicised form of Whithorn.
